2: The Forest Policy Division provide guidance to the forest department in preparing the 
proposals and scrutinizes the proposals and forwards the same to CEO, National CAMPA for 
consideration and release of funds to the State CAMPA. The State and UT Forest departments are 
required to submit the proposals as per the guidelines of the schemes. 


4. Project Management Unit (PMU) There is a provision of setting up of Project Monitoring 
Unit in the Forest Policy Division provided in the guidelines: 


The Section-10, Part V of guidelines of School Nursery Yojana is reproduced below: 


“A Project Management Unit (PMU) will be set up in the Forest Policy Division, MoEF&CC 
for coordinating, monitoring and publicity of the Scheme. The expenditure on the 
aforementioned functions of PMU will be around 2% of the Annual Expenditure and the same 
will be met from NCAC.” 


Further, in the guidelines of Nagar Van-Udyaan Yojana, the Section-10 of the Part-I of the 
Guidelines deals with PMU as below: 


“A Project Management Unit (PMU) will be set up in the Forest Policy Division, Mo0EF&CC 

for coordinating, monitoring, publicity and training for staff in urban greens management 
under the Scheme. The expenditure on the aforementioned functions of PMU will be around 
2% of the Annual Expenditure and the same will be met from NCAC after necessary 
approvals.”

Ze Recollecting the background, it was mentioned that the proposals for assistance 
to State CAMPAs under the School Nursery Yojana, and the Nagar Vana Udyan Yojana, were 
placed for consideration before the National CAMPA Advisory Council at its 6" meeting held on 
g july 2015, under the Chairmanship of the Minister of State (independent charge) for 
Environment Forest and Climate Change. The FP Division in the Ministry of Environment 
Forest and Climate Change had formulated detailed Guidelines for release of funds to the State 


CAMPAs. 


3. Proposals had been called for from the States for release of funds under the 
above Schemes, to be funded out of the NCAC corpus. 50 far, proposals had been received 
from 7 States under the School Nursery Yojana, anc from 6 States, under the Nagar Vana 


Yojana. 
4, Funds had so far been sanctioned only to the Telangana State CAMPA, as under : 


(1) Rs.14,75,000.00 for 59 School Nurseries, @ Rs.25,000/- per Schoo! Nursery ; 
(2) Rs.1,61,40,000.00 for 5 Nagar Vans, representing 25% of the total Central share of 
Rs.645.60 lakhs. 


S. Both releases were made by the hon’ble Minister of State (Independent charge) 
for Environment Forest & Climate Change on 4“ November 2015, during the 7" meeting of the 


National CAMPA Adivsory Council.

After considering the funds as sanctioned by the NCAC in its 6° meeting 


aforesaid, the following decisions were taken: 


8. 


(1) in respect of the School Nursery Yojana where sufficient funds are available 
keeping in view the limit of Rs.2.5 crores for the current financial year, the funds as 
required by the States mentioned in paragraph 6 above may be released immediately ; 

{2) in respect of the Nagar Vana Udyan Yojana, it was observed that the funds as 
required by the 5 States mentioned above, and also, Telangana are in excess of the 
total outlay of Rs.50 crores for the current financial year. Proposals were understood to 
be in process from the remaining States/ UTs and would be received in due course of 
time. In view of this, it was approved that funds to the extent of 50% of the Central 
share, viz., NCAC funds, may be released to ail States from where the proposals had 
been received in the first instance. The subsequent releases would be subject to the 
states releasing the their counterpart share and the utilization of the presently released 


funds. 


it was also approved that 2% of the total outlay for the above Prajects may be 


set aside in a separate, designated account for funding of the activities involving provision 


of manpower, hardware and office expenses for the Project Monitoring Unit to be set up in . 


the FP Division, VoEF&CC.
